The chastisement sp kindly laid upon us by 
the editor of the Providence Journal was not al- 
together unexpected. Ifwe were permitted to 
imitate at a humble distance his own style, we 
could say, that the editor of the Journal, having 
established his reputation as the Chesterfield of 
the press, finds himself frequently called upon to 
support that pleasant and profitable character, 
atthe enormous sacrifice of his own good taste, 
and at the expense (we sincerely hope) of a per- 
version of the honest feelings of his nature ; for 
we believe him to be a pure unadulterated re- 
publican in principle, and a man who feels in his 
soul a most sovereign contempt for all the arti- 
ficial distinctions which wealth and power have 
produced in society, and for all the arts of flatter- 
ers and sycophants.- But circumstances some- 
times work marvellous transformations ; and a 
man may find his interest to consist in letting his 
tongue utter what his heart loathestohear. Ifit 
is his vocation to bend the knee and burn incense 
to men made of dust and ashes and of no more 
ethereal e'ements than himself, it is not surprising 
that the qualities of his idol should suffer occa- 
sionally when exposed to-vulgar gaze, and ap- 
pear Sumewhat deficient in the attribute of all- 
sufficiency. (Such civil, obsequious dogs have 
only to cry hallelujah, and every — young dog 
drops his tail and adores in silence.) But not to 
pursue this clumey attempt at parody any further, 
we infe::n the editor of the Journal, that we are 
quite innocent of any intention of robbing him of 
his honors by attributing to another the credit of 
his “article on Mr. Mitchell’s maiden speech.” 
We found it in some paper(what one it is not 
now in our power to ascertain)and published it 
as we found it, with the index “ Providence A- 
merican” at the bottom. We might here expatiate 
voluminously on the carelessness of certain editors 
who live by robbing their neighbours after this 
manner, and it would not be difficult to show that, 
in this respect, we are “aman more sinned a- 
gainst than sinning.” But such an episode would 
be tedious and irrelevant. ; 

As to our remarks on the speech of Mr. Bur- 
ges, for which we are so unmercifully castigat- 
ed, we took itas we found it in the National 
Journal. We have not had time to read it in 
the Intelligencer, agreably to the invitation of the 
editor of the Providence Journal. We are not 
therefore apprized of the difference, if any exists, 
in the tworeports. But why are we referred to 
the Iutelligencer? Unless we are stupid and dull 
beyond all consciousness, the gentleman who is 
flow angry with us for copying fromthe Nation- 
al Journal, as his language indicates, has taken 
uncommon pains to puffup that very Journal, 
and extend its circulation and popularity, at the 
expense of its cotemporary, the Intelligencer. If 
there is any difference in the two reports, we are 
responsible neither for that, nor for the sin of se- 
lecting the worst ; for the article which has giv- 
en offence was printed before the Intelligencer 
containing Mr. Burges's speech was received. 
We invite the editor of the Providence Journal to 
read the speech as reported in the National Jour- 
nal, and if he can find any thing in it to admire, 
to use his own language once more, “he is not 
the man we took him for.” The firs: paragraph 
is enough to damn the whole ; it discovers an af- 
fectation of modesty, disgusting to every man of 





“sense and taste, a mere trap, a trick, tocatch at- 


tention, altogether beneath the dignity of a 
statesman. Such aberrations from propriety in 
men oftalents and wisdom are only to be ac- 
counted for on the knowledge that very learned 
and very wise men, are, sometimes, left to do 
very silly and childish things. Wehaveno doubt 
that Mr. Burges is a man of talents, a wise man— 
as things go,—and a good man, worthy to bea 
representative in Congress. But we had been 
taught to expect something more. The Provi- 
dence Journal had taught us to look for a being 
ahogether superior to any man on earth, except 
the President, (who, as the Journal says, “is a 
man inclined to corpulency, rather bald, a 
prominent and rather sharp nose, good forehead,” 
&c.)—a man on whom the Creator had _ lavished 
allhis skill, and made him 3 perfect pattern of 
“ moral sublimity.” A man, who, for wisdom, 
would at once eclipse all the Solomons of our 
~mation, and for eloquence would put to silence the 
tongues of the archangels, and make the spirits 
of the ancient orators aud martyrs and prophets 
“lean from heaven to hear.” For the sake of 
reconciliation with our friend of the Journal, we 
acknowledge thet the disappointment results 
from our own dullness and not from any extrava- 
gaut praises in the Rhode Island newspapers. 

It is a little amusing that the editor of the Jour- 
nal should say that the Boston editors “ claim a 
patent right to manufacture their great men by a 
process of puffing,” &c. As one of the Boston 
editors, we disclain: any knowledge of this “ sci- 
ence of Mowing soap-bubbles.” Thanks to heav- 
en and ourself, we never,—but once—in the 
whole course of our life, said a civil thing of 
any man—unless we thought he deserved it. Talk 
ye of making great men by puffing? for the love 
of grace, friend Miller, look at your own files 
for the last year, and if you do not find puffs and 
soap bubbles that outshine, even those of the Co- 
lumbian Centinel, and out-Absalom Absalom for 
smoothness, call me—any thing you please. 

The editor of the Journal concludes with such 
a patbetie appeal to generosity and manliness in 
hehalf of ‘* the Grst effort of the favorite repre- 
sentative of Rhode-Isiand,” that a man must be 
made of “ sterner stuf’ than we areto resist it. 


We therefore shall withhold all further animad- 
version on the speech, and forgive the editor the 
use of the epithet “fool” (although it sounds 
rather unpleasantly,) and all his burlesque upon 


our person and labors. 





Leqstators anp Epitors. <A committee 
was appointed some weeks agoin the House of 
Representatives, of which Mr. Sedgwick of 
Stockbridge was chairman, for the purpose of in- 
quiring what alterations might be made in the 
arrangement and construction of the eeats, in the 
Hall, for the better accommodation of the mem- 
bers. The coumittee we Lelieve has not yet re- 
ported. It ishoped that they will not only con- 
sider what can be ‘done for the accommodation 
of members, but also take into consideration the 
destitute and miserable condition of a class of 
men, who in common with other citizens of the 
state, have a right occasionally to look upon their 
constitutional rulers, if they can get a chance,— 
videlicet, editors of newspapers—a class of unfor- 
tunate men, from whom every thing is expected, 
and to whom no facilities or accommodations for 
fulfilling their ordinary duties to the public are 
granted. — 

By permission of the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, we procured, soon after the 
commencement of the present session, in tonnec- 
tion with a neighbour, a desk for the convenience 
of occasionally taking minutes of the proceedings 
of the House. As this was not done at the expense 
of the state,we cannot see any reason why the rep- 
resentatives ofthe state should appropriate these 
conveniences to their use. Such as this accommo- 
dation was, it was betterthan none; at least it 
would be, if we could keep it free from intrusion. 
But we seldom go to the House that we do not find 
our place occupied by one or more representa- 
tives ;and as we have not quite confidence enough 
to ask these gentlemen to abdicate in favour of the 
rightful owner, lest we should be deemed guilty 
of a breach of privilege, we relinquish our private 
rights to the superior claims of the public ser- 
vants. ;

Take heed, herefore, that such a cureless can- 
ker pass not tly youth, nor such a beastly infec- 
tion thy old ag ; for then shall all thy life be but 
as the life of ebeast, and after thy death, thou 
shalt only leae a shameful infamy to thy posteri- 
ty, who shall tudy to forget that such a one was 
their father.

The Parliament of Great- 
Britain, too, having, at the instance of Sir Francie 
Burdett, recommended a search for the unfortun- 
ete seaman, he was brought to England, and ar- 
rived in London in the month of October, 1809. 
When I first saw him, I was particularly struck 
with the modesty of his manners, and the grave 
simplicity of his conversution. Deeply impress- 
ed with gratitude to Heaven for his preservation, 
there was a solemnity of tone in tie artlessness of 


his remarks, that struck me with no smapggeme 
of admiration. He was one-and-twenty 


years of age. 

Captain Lake’s family having rewarded him tor 
the sufferings, he had experienced, Jeffery left 
London for Cornwall, where he was born, in 
order to visit bis mother. He was met near Pol- 
perro by his father-in-law, who, soon after their 
first greeting, returned to apprize his mother of 
his arrival. The whole village now came forth 
to meet him ; and nothing could exceed the joy 
with which he was welcomed. The meeting be- 
tween him and his mother was affecting in 
highest degree. She gazed upon him, with ri 
wildered anxiety, as if she could scarcely believe 
what she saw ; but, recovering herself, they 
rushed into each other’s arms, and, for some mo- 
ments, were lost in subs and teers. Nothing but 
the errival of Jeffrey was talked of; while the 
joy of the villagers, and the tumultuous endear- 
ments of the mother and sou, consecrated an 
evening, that will for many years be remembered 
in that village with the liveliest satisfactiun.

Banqvets anp Exussitions. At the installa- 
tion of the Archbishop of Canterbury, in the 
reign of Edward IV., the Right Reverend Pri- 
mate gave a feast, in which werc consumed 104 
oxen, 304 calves, 306 swine, 1000 sheep, and 
2000 pigs ; 104 peacocks, 400 swans, 1000 capons, 
2000 geese, 5500 venison pasties, and 5000 cus- 
tards. There were also consumed 300 quarters 
of wheat, 300 tuns of ale, and 100 tuns of wine. 

At the coming of age of the Marquis of Rock- 
inghan, in 1751, an entertainment was given at 
Wentworth house, in the county of York, in 
which were consumed 40 dishes of chickens, 48 
ham, 53 dishes of mutton, 55 dishes of lamb ; 
seventy meat pies ; seventy dishes of veal ; 104 
dishes of fish ; 110 dishes of roast beef; and 
forty loads of wheat flour were baked into pies 
and bread. The liquors drank were four hogs- 
heads of wine ; eight hogshcads of punch ; thir- 
teen hogsheads of ale ; and twenty hogsheads of 
strong beer. 

At the dinner, given by Henry of Winchester, 
at the nuptials of bis sister-in-law, Cincia, with 
Prince Richard, celebrated at Westminster, Nov. 
23, 1243, there were no less than 30,000 dishes. 
In the reign of Edward the Fourth, the Earl of 
Warwick’s brother entertained a large portion of 
the nobility and clergy upon being installed Arch- 
bishop of York. At this feast were consuined 
eighty fat oxen ; six wild bulle: 200 kids; 300 
hogs ; 300 calves ; 300 pigs ; 1,000 wethers ; and ; 
4,000 rabbits; 100 peacocks ; cranes ; 400 
plovers ; 500 partridges ; 2,000 chickens; 2,000 
woodcocks ; 3,000 geese; 3,000 capons; 4,000 
dacks, and 4,000 pigeons ; 400 bucks, does, and 
roebucks ; 1,500 hot venison pasties, and 4,000 
cold ones ; 300 pikes ; 300 breams; four por- 
puses, and eight seals ; 400 tarts ; 1,000dishes of 
jelly parted ; 4,000 dishes of plain jelly; and 
6,000 custards. There were also consumed 300 
quarters of wheat ; a pipe of spiced wine ; 350 
tuns of ale ; and 104 pipes of wine. 

In the time of Willianr uf Rosenberg, the an- 
nual revenue ofa smal] state was frequently ex- 
pended ata marriage. This nobleman being one 
of the richest in Bohemia, married Mary, Mar- 
gravine of Baden. At this marriage were drank 
forty tons of Spanish wine ; 1,100 setiers of Aus- 
trian, Rhenian, and Tyrolian wine ; besides vast 

uantities of liquors. The festivjties began on 
the 26th January, 1373, and closed on the first 
of May , during which time there were consum- 
ed 150 oxen; sheep ; 546 calves; and 634 
hogs ; thirty heath-cocks ; 240 pheasants ; 2,050 
partridges ; and not less than 2,130 hares. Be- 
sides these, there were 120 pieces of other game, 
and forty stags. Of poultry there were 3,100 
capons and pullets, with 5,135 geese, garnished 
and attended with 30,997 eggs. The quantity of 
fish consumed was equally surprising ; as most 
of thom were river ; 675 lampreys ; 
trout ; 1,820 carp; and 10,209 pikes; besides 
350 tails of stock-fish ; 2,600 lobsters ; and 
7,096 dried fish of different descriptions. 

As a companion to this we may enumerate the 
quantity of provisions, consumed at the festival, 
— by the Duke of Orleans, at his chateau of 

illers Cotterets, to Louis the Fifteenth, after his 
coronation. 

There were consumed 3,071 Ibs. of bam; 
10,550 Ibs. of bacon and hog’s lard ; 29,045 heads 
of poultry and game ; 100,809 Ibs. of butcher’s 
meat ; 5801. worth of sea and fresh-water fish ; 
150,096 Ibs. ofbread ; 36,464 eggs, and 6,660 Ibe. 
of butter ; 800 bottles of old hock ; 200 hogs- 
heads: of common wine 3 80,000 bottles of 
Champagne and Burgundy ; and 3,000 bottles of 
liqueurs ; pomegranates ; 2,000 Ibs. of sugar- 
plums ; 15,000 ibs. of sweet-meats ; 65,000 oranges 
and lemons ; and 150,000 Ibs. of apples and pears ; 
1,500 Ibs. of chocolate ; 2,000 Ibs. of coffee, be- 
sides tea; and 8,000 Ibs. of sugar. 

It is said, that where Nature furnishes a guest, 
she seldom fails to furnish a banquet ; but pro- 
fusion like this must have caused many a father 
te pine tur the misery of his unfortunate infants.

Tue Faixoep Gentian—Hair Bevt.* The 
autumn of the New-England year is more re- 
markable for the bright tints scattered over its 
fading leaves, than for the profusion of its open- 
ing blossoms. Yet there area few beautiful flow- 
ers which linger behind their companions to shed 
theirperfume on the sunny days of that seher 
season, and, perhaps, looks more lovely, bending 
in the passing wind in their solitary bowers, when 
the Rose, the Lily, and the gay children of spring, 
have retired totheir winter rest. Among these 
none are more delicate than the Gentians, which 
do not unfold their buds until September or Octo- 
ber, and none more graceful and elegant than that 
sister of the family commonly known by the 
names placed above, and distinguished by Bot- 
anists with the appellation written below. This 
modest plant is frequently foundon the open 
hill sides, though sometimes itcreeps under the 
shelter of the woods. Itis often gathered on the 
little island hillocks of our meadows, when the 
water that surrounds the spot where it fixes its 
roots, is half covered with ice. 

It is exceeded by few of the vegetable tribe au 
profusely spread over our fields in richness of 
coloring, or delicacy of form. The stem is erect, 
and seldom exceeds eight or ten inches in stature. 
It is thinly covered with pale green, lance shaped 
leaves, springing opposite to each other. Towards 
the top it is divided into several branches crown- 
ed with flowers of a fine deep purple, bordered 
with a fringe of the same hue. As the sun rises 
they expand till they resemble inverted bells in 
appearance ; when his descending rays fall upon 
them, the coralla gradually twist togehter, and 
are thus protected from the uight frosts. 

Its medical properties are saidto be few and 
simple. The root possesses a bitter taste, and 
sometimes is sold by apothecaries, instead of the
